NOE ON I OL OTR TELS ti ear = 


bellehtineeeteeenateeiemetaiie ae ee re eee 


Explosion in Hallway of 
West End Apartment Puts Hole 
in Floor and Blows in Wall 


Occupants, John J. Macgregor and Wife, Out of 
City—Second Manifestation of Spitein — 
Building Off 5300 Pershing Avenue. 


An explosion last night, in the 
hallway outside the third floor apart- 
ment of Mr, and Mrs. John J. Mac- 


gregor, 265 Plaza drive, shattered 
the hallway without doing serious 
damage within the apartment. The 
police believe a bomb was set off. 
It was the second manifestation of 
spite, within four months, against an 
occupant or occupants of this apart- 
ment. 

The present Mrs. Macgregor, who 
was Miss Jeanne Foote, lived in the 
apartment. before her recent mar- 
riage. May 10 last, she reported to 
the police that the apartment had 
been entered and ransacked and that 
dresses had been slashed, ornaments 
broken and keys taken, but that 
silverware and other articles of value 
had not been taken, indicating that 
the motive was spite rather than 
robbery. . 

Miss Foote was married in New 
York July 17:to Macgregor, who ! 
president of the Cadillac Automobile 
Co. of St. Louis, and whose first 
wife, Mrs. Marion Macgregor, had 
obtained a divorce May 25. | 

Macgregors Out of City. 

Mr. and Mrs. Macgregor left St. 
Louis last Saturday on an automobile 
tour, and are supposed jo be in De- 
troit. In their absence, Macgregor’s 
father, Frank Macgregor, 79 years 
old, was caring for the apartment. 
He was on the rear porch at the 
time of the explosion, and had 
passed through the hall a few mo- 
ments before. 

The Macgregor apartment is at 
the south end of the western one of 
two rows of seven separate apart- 
ment buildings, facing each other 
across Plaza drive, which runs south 
from Pershing avenue, a half block 
west of Union boulevard. The West- 
moreland and Branscombe Apart- 
ments are to the east and west of 
the Plaza drive group. 

The Macgregor apartment is the 
uppermost of three apartments, one 
on each floor of its separate build- 


ing. Ben Cornwell is the tenant of 


the second-floor apartment and Dr. 


S. A. Levy is the first-floor tenant. 


The stairway opening is 10 by 6 


a 


feet, and at each landing there is a 
platform of reinforced concrete 6 
inchts thick. 

The explosion occurred at 8:25 p. 
m. The bomb, or other explosive, 
appears to have been placed by the 
outer door of the Macgregor apart- 
ment. 

Hole Blown Through Floor. 

A hole was blown through the 
floor at the landing, so that the rods 
reinforcing the concrete wer@g ex- 
posed. The ceiling above was forced 
upward. The door of the Macgregor 
apartment, ‘and the correspond 
doors in the lower apartments, wer 
blown from their hinges. The hall- 
way wall of the Macgregor apart-| 
ment was blown in. Glass doors and 
mirrors in all three apartments were 
broken. The walls of the hallway 
were cracked for its whole extent. 

In Dr. Levy’s apartment on the 
first floor, a crib in which a year- 
old infant was sleeping was thrown 
across the room by the force of the 
explosion. An older child was not 
disturbtd. Mrs. Cornwell anda 
woman relative, in the second-floor 
apartment, were frightened, but were 
not hurt. 

The damage to the building is es- 
timated at $2000. It is owned by 
F, J. Cornwell. _ 

Macgregor’s divorce proceeding, 
last spring, was begun by him, but 
the decree was granted to the wife, 
on her crossbill, after the husband 
had withdrawn his suit.

Actual orders for the evacuation 
of Asia Minor have not yet been 
given, it is said, but Gen. Dousmanos, 
chief of staff, is studying the prob- 
lem so as to carry out the maneuver 
under the best conditions possible. 

The troops probably will be taken 
to the islands of Mytline and Sagos 
in the Aegean Sea, where it is ex- 
pected they will be demobilized and 
disarmed, a part of them being sent 
to Thrace. 

A telephone message from the 
Greek commander in the field says 
Gen. Tricoupis, who had been ap- 
pointed to the command, and Gen. 
Digenis were captured by Turkish 
cavalry while they were proceeding 
to join the Greek corps at Alashehr, 
east 6f Smyrna. The taking of these 
Generals, with their staffs, was riot 
conneeted with the reported loss of 
their army corps, according to seem~- 
ingly reliable information, this corps 
eventually retrgating in the direc- 
tion of Alashehr. 

Refugees from Smyrna already 
are arriving here. Eight hundred 
of them were brought ifto Piraeus, 
the port of Athens. They were ac- 
companied by a number of func- 
tionaries, bringing the archives of 
the Greek High Commissioner at 
Smyrna. : 

Gen. Hadjanestis, the deported 
Greek commander, had been given 
permission to remain abroad two 
months.

“MARK” 1S SOUGHT. 


IN HOCHBRUN CASE 


Belief That Mrs. Winborn Had 
an Accomplice in Shooting 
Real Estate Man. 


By the Associated Press. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Sept. 8.—A new 


search for a man known as “Mark” 
was ordered today in the. case of 
Clara Skarin Winborn, who, officers 
say, has confessed shooting Ferdi- 
nand Hochbrun, wealthy retired real 
estate dealer, to death here last Oc- 


tober. The search resulted from a 
telegram apparently sent by the 
woman two days after Hochbrun was 
shot. It was addressed to Raymond 
E. Herron, telegraph operator in 
Kalamazoo, Mich. 

'“ *Mark,’”’ explained Prosecuting 
Attorney Douglas, “‘is undoubtedly a 
contraction of Markham. Markham, 
we believe, was an accomplice of 
Clara Skarin in a plot to obtain the 
estate of Hochbrun, by murder if 
necessary.” 

Douglas discovered the telegram in 
a telegraph office here. He said he 
considered it important evidence, It 
was as follows: 

“Seattle, Oct. 15, 1921. 

“To Raymond EB. Herron, care 
Western Union, Kalamazoo, Mich.: 

“Mark here. Everything practical- 
ly settled. No more saving a half 
cake of chocolate for tomorrow's 
lunch. This is the first of my very 
own monex to spend. May I send 
Jigadere stone of -Ollie’s clothes? 
Buy Maxine a new top and yourself a 
drink. Am going to order car here 
for drive away in spring. Know 
agent here and want him to get com- 
mission. Wire me immediately. 
Love. Betty.” 

The sender’s name was recorded 
as “Betty Winborn,’ and the address 
given was that at which Miss Skarin 
had been living with her cousin, 
Mrs. Anfia Clark. 

Chief of Police Drew of Oakland, 
Cal., where Miss Skarin is held, said 
he believed she was shielding a man. 
He is trying to learn her motive for 
remaining in Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco many months when the police 
were seeking her here. 

Herron, said District Attorney 
Douglas, is a widower with a couple 
of children. “Jigadere” is believed 
to be one of the children and “Max- 
ine” to refer to Herron’s automobile. 
Douglas said he did not know who 
was meant by “Ollie.” Douglas vis- 
ited Mrs. Clark and said he learned 
from her that Miss Skarin was vir- 
tually penniless when she went, Sept. 
23, to live in the Clark home. 

“Later,” he continued, “Clara. had 
plenty of money. She bought clothes 
for herself and gave Mrs. Clark $20 
in gold to cash a check. She lived 
there until she left Seattle, Nov. 28. 
She told Mrs. Clark she got the 
money from the safe deposit box of 
Robert Winborn.” 

Robert Winborn was a barber to 
whom Clara went in Michigan short- 
ly before he died. 


Oakland Police in Search for Alleged 
Man Accomplice. ,

OAKLAND, Cal., Sept. 8.—Oak- 
land’ police have begun searching 
for a man whom they believe must 
haye been involved in the slaying of 
Ferdinand Hochbrun at Seattle last 
fall with Mrs. Clara Skarin Win- 
born, who cofessed the killi Hoch- 
brun, a wealthy retired realty dealer, 
was found dead in his apartmegt 
last December and Mrs. Winborn 
told Lieut. Willard B. Kent of. the 
Seattle detective force she shot him 
in defending herself against his ad- 
vances. 

Several things about the affair 
have yet to be explained, according 
to officers. One is that relatives re- 
ceived letters after Hochbrun’'s 
death, apparently in a man’s hand- 
writing, and signed with Hochbrun’s 
name. For a considerable period 
after Hochbrun’s killing, rents from 
his property were collected by some-, 
one. Another unexplained detail, 
Chief of Police Drew stated, is that 
Hochbrun’s body was found lying 
across a trunk, while Mrs. Winborn: 
said he fell to the floor when shot. 
Drew expressed the belief the heavy 
body could not have been raised by 
the woman alone.

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GARVEY SLAYING CAUSED

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STAY OF FINE FOR SHOOTING 
OF BANDED DUCK IS GRANTED 


Young Farmer Pleads Ignorance of 
law; Judge Advises Him tw 
Learn Seasons. 

Ely Williams, a young farmer of 
Morse Hill, Jefferson County, plead- 
ed guilty before Federal Judge Faris 
today to shooting a duck on his fa- 
ther’s farm last March, out of the 
season, in violation of the migratory 
bird act. He pleaded ignorance of 
the law and, after it was shown it 
was through his report of the killing 
that the charge was brought, Judge 
Faris fined him $50 but granted a 
stay of execution, advising Williams 
to become familiar with the legal 
hunting seasons. 

The duck killed by Williams had 
been banded by the Biological Survey 
a month before for the purpose of 
watching its movements. When 
ducks tagged in this manner are 
killed the hunter is expected to re- 
port the killing. 

Harry Barmeier, United States 

Game Warden for this district, said 
he noticed an account of Williams 
having shot a banded duck in a Jef- 
ferson County newspaper. Counsel 
for Williams contended he had noti- 
fied the Biological Survey. 
Judge Faris remarked it was ap- 
jarent Williams was ignorant of the 
law, but added persons having a 
fondness for hunting should inform 
themselves of the legal seasons. He 
told’ Williams he knew it was a 
“temptation to shoot when the game 
is in front of the gun,”’ and told of 
n temptation he overcame while on a 
Wisconsin lake durfng his vacation 
when he saw a large flock of ducks. 
“The temptation was great but I 
fidn’t shoot, although I had a gun 
in the boat,” Judge Faris said.

DETAILS OF PLAN 


Roads Will Take Strikers Be- 
fore Oct. 1 Under Clauses 
in President’s First Settle- 
ment Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Eighty 
thousand miles of railroad out of a 
total of approximately 230,000 miles 
are involved in the partial settlement 
of the shopmen’s strike, negotia- 
tion of which will be completed in 
the next three days. Details of the 
peace overtures have reached Gov- 
ernment officials informally. Some 
of the essential points in the latest 
peace move are these: 

First, most of the Southern road3, 
with two or three exceptions, not- 
ably the Norfolk and Western, but 
including thé Chesapeake and Ohio 
and the Southern Railway, are rep- 
resented in the group of executives 
which is ready to make settlement 
with the strikers. 

Second, of the Nortnern railroads, 
the New York Central is consdering 
the prdéposal, though denials are be- 
ing made that a decision has _ been 
reached. 

Basis of Settlement. 

Third, the basis of settlement is 
almost exactly that which was sug- 
gested by Daniel Williard, president 
of the Baltimore & Ohio, and other 
executives, after the brotherhood 
chiefs failed to mediate in New York. 
It will be recalled 
peace efforts were made at that 
time,j but were rejected by B. M. 
Jewell, leader of the shopmen. 

Fourth, all the roads who agree 
to the plan will take back the strik- 
ers before Oct. 1 ynder the first and 
second clauses of President Har- 
ding’s first proposal, namely, that 
the Railroad Labor Board’s decision 
on wages be accepted and lawsuits 
on both sides be withdrawn. As fo 
seniority, an effort will be made by 
the roads to give the strikers their 
jobs back wherever vacancies still 
exist, and if there are no vacancies 
in those particular jobs, then posi- 
tions of equal pay will be given the 
strikers. The seniority question will 
be left to a board of adjustment in 
each case of three men on each side, 
and if there is a deadlock the Rail- 
road Labor Board will be asked to 
assume jurisdiction and decide the 
disputed points. s 

Arranged by Willard and Jewell. 

The prime movers in these infor- 
mal negotiations are Willard of the 
Baltimore & Ohio and Jewell, who 
have arrangéd the whole business 
so that the meetings in Chicago in 
the next three days will determine 
how many roads are ready to accept 
the scheme. The situation is some- 
what f&inalogous to that which 
brought an end to the soft coal 
strike when John L. Lewis succeed- 
ed in persuading enough coal oper- 
ators to sign the peace agreement at 
Cleveland. In that case, however, 
the coal operators were more or less 
compelled hy competitive conditions 
to fall in line after a powerful group 
of coal operators had signed the 
agreement. 

The railroads who do not wish to 
accept the Jewell-Willard plan, 
however, are in a different position. 
Roads like the Pennsylvania, for in- 
stance, feel that they can get along 
without taking the strikers back and 
that they can hold out for a much 
more definite surrender on the part 
of their former employes so that 
the lesson will be firmly implanted 
on the minds of all those who shall 
dare to strike on the mighty Penn- 
sylvania again. 

Peace on Roads Feeling Pinch. 

In other words, the railroads who 
feel the pinch are settling the strike. 
This means that on the whole trans- 
portation will be materially improved 
and the coal-carrying roads are ex- 
pected to fall in line one after the 
other. in ratifying the arrangements 
made in Chicago. Official Washing- 
ton believes the Chicago negotiations 
mean the beginning of the end of the 
strike, and the word pkssed around 
here from both labor and railroad 
sources would seem to indicate as 
much, though the 
or “die-hard element” in the railroad 
group are not showing any signs of a 
change of position. What they will 
do after the Chicago peace treaty is 
signed is another question, but it is 
probable that the 80,000 miles will 
be gradually increased so that very 
few systems wil] remain out of the 
strike settlement.

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LA FOLLETTE—A POLITICAL FORCE 
TO BE RECKONED WITH. 


The most significant event in recent political his- 
tory is the overwhelming victory of Senator La Fol- 
lette in the Wisconsin primaries. The sweep of his 
victory and the clearly defined issues upon which it 
was won give it greater significance than that of 
any of the progressives who have overcome the reg- 
ular Republican organization. It easily puts bim in 
the leadership of the progressive forces and desig- 
nates him as the man above any of the victors who 
logically has won the leadership of a new progres- 
sive movement and party. He is the logical candidate 
of the progressives in revolt against the Republican 
organization. F 

It cannot be charged that La Follette owes any of 
his success to the weakness or unfitness of his op- 
ponent. Dr. Ganfield is a man of high character, 
ability and culture. He conducted his campaign on 
high grounds, but he was bound by his support to 

either silence or consent with regard to the record 
3 of the Harding administration. He was the admin- 
istration’s candidate and represented, if he did not 
defend or advocate, its work and purposes. 

Personality, of course, counted in the campaign. 
La Follette, in many notable ways, has served the 
people of Wisconsin. He has a record of valuable 
constructive work within the State, which has won 
the approval and confidence of the masses of the peo- 
ple. But this campaign was fought on national isstes, 
on avowed opposition to every important measure 
for which the Harding administration stands. wu 
Follette did not evade any part of his past record 
or any present issue. He stood pat on his war reenrd 
and attacked openly and vigorously the Esch-Cum- 
ming law, Newberryism and the tariff and ship sub- 
sidy policies of the administration. The Daugherty 
injunction was a strong factor in the wind-fp of his 
campaign. 

There is not a grain of comfort in the campaign 
and the victory for the Republican administration or 
the Republican stand-patters. La Follette and his 
associates fought them to a finish and won. 

La Follette’s victory was such a complete repudia- 
tion of Republicanism as represented by the dominant 
power in Washington that it was rather a Demo- 
cratic than a progressive Republican success. La 
Follette leans to Democracy rather than Republican- 
ism—radical democracy, to be sure, with elements in 
it which would be repudiated by a large proportion of 
the Democratic party. La Follette’s sympathies and 
tenets are strongly Democratic. His platform would 
antagonize the regular Republicans far more than the 
Democrats. 

A conspicuous factor in his campaign was his un- 
compromising fight against the Antisaloon League 
and all the mass of Federal legislation invading the 
powers and rights of citizens. Antiprohibition and 
anti-Federal usurpation were leading cards in his suc- 
cessful contest. His was an outspoken fight against 
fanaticism and Federal meddling. 

Another factor, of course, in his campaign was his 
reiterated opposition to the League of Nations and 
another his fight on the press. Only two out of 62 
daily newspapers in Wisconsin supported La Follette 
and printed the news of his campaign. He openly ac- 
cused the opposition press of suppressing and dis- 
torting his utterances and the news concerning his 
campaign. The voters evidently indorsed his protest. 

When a public man, running on a platform in di- 
rect opposition to the record and policies of his own 
party, wins such a signal victory he is a force to be 
reckoned with. It must be conceded that when a Re- 
publican attacking the Republican party’s ‘use of its 
power and standing on a pronounced progressive plat- 
form, in direct opposition to his party platform and 
his party’s policies, wins renomination to the Senate 
by a majority of more than 200,000—a sweeping vic- 
tory—his strength and the strength of his issues are 
not confined to his own State. y

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PRESICENTIAL TIMBER. 


In connection with the resignation of Associate 
Justice Clarke of the United States Supreme Court an 
important discovery has been made. A man has been 
found high in the Government who has actual po- 
litical convictions. As a private citizen Judge Clarke’s 
main objective for the betterment of mankind will be 
to bring about the entrance of the United States into 
the League of Nations. He believes the whole future 
of the nation depends upon our affiliation with the 
League, with or without reservations, and that “it 
was a terrible mistake that we did not enter at the 
beginning.” 

Mr. Justice Clarke, when not a Judge, is a Demo- 
crat. Though 65 years old, he is said to belie his age. 
His face ig described as strong and full of vitality. 
He is not without political experience, though his life 
has been, on the whole, a quiet one, devoted to private 
law practice until he was appointed to a Federal 
district, judgeship in 1914 and two years later to his 
present elevation. In politics, besides being a Demo- 
crat, he is a liberal. In 1903 he ran against Mark 
Hanna for-the Senate. He was chairman of the 
committee in charge of the short ballot movement in 
Ohio and was vice president for Ohio of the Anti-Im- 
perialist League. His retirement from the Supreme 
Court is a loss to-the liberal minority of that 
tribunal. 

This combination of facts means that Judge Clarke 
will be put on the Democratic president{al possibility 
list for 1924. Probably it means that he will stand 
high on the list. The Democratic party is looking for 
a leader whose convictions are not the warmed-over 
average of a council of best minds. 

The reaction against national isolation and political 
sabotage already has set in. Its progress will be ac- 
celerated when the consequences of Lodgeism and 
Hardingism are more fully registered. Somebody will 
cash in on the 1920 campaign of pettiness and re- 
venge. It may be that Judge Clarke’s record and 
convictions will supply the logic for his candidacy.

FLYING PARSON’ AMONG 


- AKILLED AT AIR GIRGUS 


Three Meet Death in Airplane 
Crash—Parachute of An- 
other Fails to Open. 


By the Associated Press. 
RUTLAND, Vt., "Sept. 8.—For a 


crowd of 30,000 persons assembled 
at the Rutland Fair Grounds yes- 
terday afternoon, a “flying circus” 


staged with airplanes and balloons 
was turned into a tragedy, four par- 
ticipants meeting death. An air- 
plane crashed from @ height of 2000 
feet, carrying to their deaths the 
pilot, mechanic and a passenger. A 
few hours later an aeronaut leaping 
from a balloon 1500 feet in the air 
was killed when his parachute failed 
to open. ' 


Maynard, known throughout the 
country as “the flying parson,” pilot 
of the airplane; Lieut. L. R. Wood 
of Piconderoga, N. Y., passenger with 
Maynard; Mechanic Charles Mion- 


A. (Dare Devil) Smith of Boston, 
aeronaut. : 

Lieut Maynard and his compan- 
ions, who had been making daily 
flights, crashed about 1 o’clock, in a 
field near the grounds. Hardly had 
the crowd recovered from the shock 
and thrill of this tragedy when the 
second accident came. Smith, a 
professional aeronaut, had already 
made two successful parachute leaps 
at various altitudes during the aft- 
ernoon. On the third attempt the 
parachute was seen to open slightly, 
then close up tightly. Then the aero- 
naut dropped, falling just outside 
the fence of the grounds. 

Smith, who was 43 years of age, 
had been giving parachute exhibi- 
tions at fairs throughout the East 
for the last 10 years and was re- 
garded as one of the best in his line. 
Two years ago, while attempting a 
parachute leap from an airplane at 
Lynn, Mass., he fell 800 feet and was 
severely injured. The pilot of the 
Plane was killed.

Paste is a kitchen necessity and 
can be made at home at a saving.

When hot add cold water to make 
a smooth paste, then gradually stir 
in sufficient boiling water to make 
a thin starch. Rub through a sieve 
to remove lumps. When lukewarm 
add one teaspoonful carbolic acid as 
a preservative. Put into a jar or 
wide-necked bottle and cork tightly. 
Smear the cork with vaseline to pre- 
vent its sticking. 


If a cork has become too lose for 
a bottle, to avoid evaporation or spill- 
ing of contents throw the crok into 
boiling hot water and let it soak un- 
til the water cools. 


White enameled furniture and 
other articles can be easily and per- 
fectly cleansed by adding about a 
teaspoonful of olive oil to a pail of 
water and using good white soap. 


Ivory ornaments may be cleaned 
by washing them in soap and water, 
then placing them in the sun to dry.
